vaccinated against the disease
before taking to the field.

“Because of their cooperation
in complying with local rabies
control measures,” sald Dr,
Malcolm H, Merrill, state
health director, “there were no
reports of valuable hunting
dogr being lost because of
rabies.”

In urging sportsmen to pro-
tect their hunting dogs against
rables, the director sald that
control laws in many counties
will reraain in effect this year,
In many instances local ordi-
nances require that a dog be
vaccinated before being allow-
ed to run at large.

Dr, Merrlll explained that in
ovder to interfere the least pos.
sible with the enjoyment of
hunters, it has been recom:
mended to local health officers
that a generdl policy be follow:
ed allowing vaccinated dogs
free movement into, within and
out of rabies quarantine areas,
